It’s an excellent idea, which all 
Americans who feel a sincere con- 
cern with our national progress will 
approve. It could, with real benefit, 
be carried still further. It couid, 
with real benefit, extend to all types 
of workers and producers, who com- 
pose the body and strength of our 
Republic. 

Washington might, for example, 
consider the problem of the average 
wage-earner, who feels the toll that 
heavy taxes—direct and indirect— 
levy on the contents of his pay en- 
velope. 

It might, for example, consider the 
worries of the average insurance 
policy-holder or other prudent saver, 
who wonders what effect huge public 
debts—with their constant threat of 
inflation—may have on the thought- 
ful provisions he makes for the fu- 
ture security of his family. 


It might, for example, consider the 


situation of the housewife, struggling | 


to provide balanced meals on a fam- 
ily budget constantly unbalanced by 
rising prices due to public extrava- 
gance and impractical economic ex- 
periments. 


These are the people to consider, | 


rather than the blatant pressure 
groups or the expert fishers for votes, 
whese voices appear so eften to drown 
out the modest demands of the aver- 
age worker and earner. 


Yet it is on these average citizens 


that the strength and stability of | 


America depend—today as in the 
past. They represent not only the 
thews and sinews of our country, but 
its hopes as well. It is they who 
built America and will carry it to still 
greater heights—if given a chance. 

They are, moreover, the real voice 
of the Nation—and if Washington 
only heeds that voice, America can- 
not fail to resume her progress.

Dope Raid Staged 
In Local Chinatown 


In a raid last week Thursday af- 
terncon state narcotic agents aided 
by the police and the sheriff’s of- 
fice uncovered one of the largest 
and most important morphine and 
opium caches ever found on the 
peninsula. 

The attack had been carefully 
planned by State Agent L. E. Rice 
of Palo Alto. The first arrected was 
Gee Toy, laundryman of San Ma- 
teo who was booked as a user 
the drug, who was also charged 
with selling the drug, and possess- 
ion of the same contrary to the

state law. 
Contrary to the usual custom 
Toy squealed and told where he 


had secured the opium and another 
raid followed on the store of Wong 
Sing, Menlo Park Chinese. There 
the officers found an opium smok- 
ing kit ready for use and eight 
Chinese 

Concealed under the boards of a 
chicken house in the rear of the 
store a number of cans of opium 
were found. Another supply was 
discovered in a secret compartment 
in an ice box. 

Judge Edward Ryan of this city 
set bail at $500 cash of $1000 bonds, 
and Sing posted U. S. Treasury 
bonds for his release. 


Gas Tax Funds Being Distributed 


Twelve and one-quarter million 
dollars in Gassoline Tax Funds are 
being distributed today by State 
Controller Harry B. Riley. One- 
third of the money $4,085,245.63, 
goes to counties and the remaind- 
er, $8,170,491.27, goes to the State 
Highway fund. This apportion- 
ment for the fourth quarter, Oct. 
1 to Dec. 31 of 1937, is the largest 
on record, being 32.75 per cent 
higher than the 1932 figure, and 
7.89 per cent higher than the ap- 
portionment made for the same 
quarter in 1936. 


In accordance with legislation 
enacted in 1933, the amounts loan 
to counties for unemployment re- 
lief are to be deducted from the 
quarterly apportionments over a 
ten-year period beginning with the 
quater ending December 31, 1937. 

Out of the current apportion- 


ment to the 26 counties which bor- 
rowed money for unemployment 
relief under this act, the state has 
deducted the amount now due 
covering reimbursement of loans, 
The net apportionment, which is 
payable to counties after deduct- 
ion for amortization of loans is 
$2,558,639.02. 

This deduction for amortization 
of relief loans affected greatly 
some of the counties, particularly 
Alameda, with a deduction of 
$198,504.05, Los Angeles $849,- 
522.87, San Diego $77,205.22 and 
San Francisco $67,935.57. 

Low cost of collection is a fea- 
ture of the gas tax. Administrat- 
ive expenses including both the 
fuel tax division of the Board of 
Equalization and the refund div- 
ision of State Controller Riley’s 
office amounted, for this quarter- 
ly period, to only $38,990.43 or 
29-100ths of 1 per cent of the to- 
tal taxes collected.

Kite Flying Rules 
| Safety Measure 


Kite fiying season is here again, 
paane its days of keen sport for 
boys and girls, Parents know it to 
be a tremendously important time, 
; Since it brings to the responsibility 
of advising children thoroughly as 
to the perils involved and thus 
safeguarding them against acci- 
dents. For, while kite flying is a 
fine healtful sport when the kites 
are propely made and flown, mis- 
haps or injuries are likely unless 
the youngsters take certain precau- 
tions. 

Here are a few rules that parents 
should drill into the minds of the 
young enthusiasts: 

Do not fly your kite near light, 
telephone or trolly wires or near 
high-tension transmission towers. 

Do not use wire or tinsel twine 
| of any sort. Use only cotton string. 
And don’t forget that even wet cord 
is also a conductor of electricity 
and will cause as much damabe as 
wire if brought into contract with 
electric wires. 

Do not use a kite with metal ribs. 

Do not run across public high- 
ways while flying a kite. 

Fly your kite in open, unobstruct- 
éd places away from traffic. 

Do not attempt to climb poles or 
kneck down entangled kites with 
stones. 

Do not let your kite go over 
radio aerials. 

Do not let your kite get away 
from you Serious injury to you and 
serious damage to property are 
likely if you do.

He may avoid other youngsters 
as much as possible, and thus be- 
come anti-social. e may become 
discouraged and give up trying to 
excel at his work or play. 

And he may simply outgrow the 
inferiority idea that is plaguing 
him— but most boys don’t— un- 
less some understanding person 
«discovers their blockade and helps 
to clear them up at the right time. 

The sense of inferiority is much 
more common among children 
than parents realize. Its insidious 
danger lies in the trivialty of its 
beginnings. A chance remark by 
a parent, a teacher or another boy 
may sow seed in a lad’s mind. A 
too harsh scolding. may affect a 
too-sensitive boy. A feeling of in- 
feriority may spring from a fear, 
a half-truth or a mistaken idea. 
It may be caused by a boy’s fear 
of inheriting parental weaknesses 
which he recognizes and dislikes. 
Racial mix-ups sometimes cause 
it. 

Once their mental bogeys are 
cleared up, though, boys bothered 
iby inferiority often are unusually 
briliant. Over and over I have 
seen boys who were regarded as 
dull, blossom into outstanding 
students and keen, energetic lead- 
ers— once relieved of their block- 
ades.

Blectric heating 
pads are very help- 
ful appliances, and 
can be used with 
safety if a few rules 
are observed, Some 
pads have safety 
rules permanently 
attached to them 
and careful atten- 
tion should be given 
to these sugges- 
tions so that fire 
and accident haz- 
ards may be avoid- 
ed. 
To assure a long 
life for heating 
pads, avoid so far 
as practicable, 
sharp folds. Pads 
should not be pulled 
from place to place 
by means of the supply cord lest the 
wire connections be broken. Do not 
hang the pad on a hook in a closet 
by means of the cord. Keep the orig- 
inal container to protect the pad 
when it is not in use. The practice 
of sticking safety pins through a pad 
to hold it in place should be avoided 
because pins are likely to make con- 
tact with the heating element. This 
would make the pin “alive” which 
might constitute a shock hazard. It 
is important to see that fabric cov- 
ered pads are always kept dry. In- 
fants, invalids or sleeping persons 
using heating pads should be at- 
tended. 

The precaution regarding keeping 
heating pads dry applies to all ap- 
pliances so far as the heating ele- 
ments are concerned. When the 
electrical insulation of an appliance 
becomes wet, its effectiveness is 
greatly reduced because water is a 
conductor of electricity. It is evi- 
dent that appliances should not be 
immersed in water so that their 
electrical parts become soaked. 
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Parents should Inspect electrical toys for insuiation 
weaknesses. 


When it is necessary to wash ap- 
pliances, make sure that they are 
disconnected from the circuit, and 
take care to keep the electrical 
parts dry. 

Electrical toys, like all other elec- 
trical devices, are safe if they are 
well made and kept in good condi- 
tion but it is evident that the same 
careful treatment must be exercised 
with these devices intended for con- 
nection to the house circuit as with 
the regular household appliances.

MAZING as it seems that one 
mind could encompass so many 
varied realms of knowledge, never- 
theless it is true that Emanuel 
Swedenborg, the 250th anniversary 
of whose birth will be observed Jan- 
uary 29, 1938, made important con- 
tributions in many fields of science, 
theoretical and ,ractical, in states- 
manship, philosophy, and religion.

He advanced a molecular 
magnetic theory which anticipated 
certain modern views, and he was 
150 years ahead of any other scien 
tist in his works or the functions of 
the brain and spina cord. and on the 


| functions of the ductless glands. 


Swedenborg served as an active 
memver of the parliament of his 
country for more than fifty years, 
introducing fiscal reforms and much 
general legislation. He published 
works on algebra, higher mathemat- 
ies, chemistry, engineering, physi- 
cal science, metals and metallurgy, 
anatomy, physiology, psychology. 
and philosophy. 

At the age of fifty-five Emanuel
